The act of the last General Assembly- which required a sale of the | 


Seminary lands, hasbeen. partially executed, and the lands situatedjm the” 
Salt River and Western land districts, have been offeréd at public sale. 
The. sales in these two two districts amount to‘the sum of $39,938 19. 
cents.: A considerable portion, however, of the lands in these districts 
were not sold at the public sales, and.the act not authorizing them to be 
otherwise disposed of, they still remain unsold, "To complete the sales 
_ of these lands further provision by law will be necessary. . Patents. have 
not yet been issued for the lands sold.in the Western District; but have 
been withheld in consequence .of representations having been made, that 
means were employed to prevent a fair & equitable sale. It was deemed 
prudent to withhold the patents until the. Legislature should assemble 
and have -an opportunity of investigating the truth ofthe representations. 
If illfeunded, the patents can issue immediately, and little or no inconve- 
nience will have accrued to the purchasers from the brief delay; if, on the 
other hand, it should be ascertained that the State has beén injured, it

Parties of the hos: | 
tile tribes.were discovered passing at different timés through the north- | 
ern part of the State, to and from the seat of war; committing acis of - 
wanton violence to many of our citizens; threatening their lives, and dri- 
ving off and killing large portions of their stock. . Many of the inhabi- 
tants beceming apprehensive.of an immediate attack, removed with-their 
4amilies into the interior of the State, leaving their'houses and other pro- 
perty exposed to the lawless depredations of the Indians. With a-view 
of placing the State in an attitude of defence, and of guarding against. 
surprise, as well as to give protection to the settlers on the frontier, on 
the 25th day of May last, the.day after the receipt of the intelligence 
of Indian hostilities in the Staie of Illinois, I ordered. 2000.mounted vol- : 
unteers from the first and third divisions; to be raised and held in readi- 
ness. Two companies under the command ofa major were ordered .to 
range along that part of our northern frontier, lying between the mouth 
of the Des Moines and Chariton rivers: and a similar force was posfed 
west of the-main Chariton, with instructions to range from that point a- . 
long our-frontier to the western branch of Grand River, and to the wes- 
tern boundary ofthe State, if deemed necessary. A force of about equal 
strength was kept up on that frontier, until after the defeat .of Black | 
Hawk and his party, and his subsequent capture. l 
Had not this protection been afforded, the weli founded apprehensions 
ef danger would haye driven many of the frontier setilers from' their 
homes, and prevented the cultivation of their farms, and many of them 
might have fallen a prey tothe Indians. "The severe and merited chas- 
tisement inflicted on these people hy-the troops under the. command of 
Gen. Atkinson, will no.doubt insuré peace to our frontier for many years 
tocome. The citizens of Minois, and Missouri owe to that meritorious

It is desitable that the northern boundary of the state be extendéd west- - 
wardly on à straight line to the Missouri river, so as to include'the torri- 
tory lying between our western limit and the Missouri, above the mouth 
of the Kansas river.

Al- 
though I hiive always regretied the necessity of placing Indians near our 
srs, yetas we were immediately interested in their removal, the al- 
tive of having them on our frontier was more acceptable than there 
nae) 'ithin, not only the limits of our own state, but in those of 
others, en endering animosities and acts of open violence and hostility 
on the part of the Indians, pre collisions between the states and 
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general government, raising questions of sovereignty and jurisdiction, and 
holding at the same time some ofthe" finest portions of land in a state of, 
nature, which need but the enterprise of the white man to become the 
seat of the arts and sciences, and to grow in wealth and population. 

The interior commerce between this State and' the northern Mexican 
States, notwithstanding the hazards to which it is exposed, continues to 
be pursued by our citizens with an undiminished energy, which I am 
happy to say is rewarded with a corresponding profit. It is ascertained 
from thesg who have recently returned from those States, that the adven- 
ture of the present year has been more profitable than any which has 
been made for.severàl years. The importance and value of this trade- 
must be so manifest to all, that no one can refuse to extend to it his fos- 
tering care. Was it protected by an adequate military force, it would 
no deubt rapidly increase, and ere long become one of the most impor- 
tant and. lucrative branches of our commerce. Notwithstanding the dis- 


‘advantages and embarrassments to which this trade is at present suhjec- 


ted, it is believed to yield a greater gain than any other branch of in- 
dustry, employing the same amountof capital. Did this commerce only 
promise to be temporary in its duration, liable to be diverted to other 
channels, or iransferred to nations enjoying facilities superior to ‘our 
own, weshould not feel so deep an interest in ils encouragement and 
protection. But the situation ofthe two countries relative to each oth- 
er, while it gives to Missouri a sure gnaranty for the permanency of {his 
intercourse, presents in bold relief the superiority of the advantages 
which we enjoy, above others, in supplying ike commercial wants and 
necessities of those States, not only in cheapness and facility of trans- 
portation, but in every other respect.

with the least possible delay. Some of. the principle streets are’ from 
„the nature of the ground impassable. It is therefore respectfully recom- 
mended that an appropriation be made for grading and otherwise im 
proving them. .The erection of a penitentiary here, the. necessity and 
utility which cannot be doubted, would contribute in a great degree to 
settle the public mind in relation to the permanent location. of the seat o 
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government. It is very apparent that the state sustains gréat injury ånd 
inconvenience for the want of such an institution, and the laws are no 
doubt sometimes unwisly relaxed to avoid the expense of imprisonment 
in the county jails; and after all the amount annually expended on this 
account, might, in no great humber of years, make up a sum equal to thé 
cost of the necessary buildings. , 

Amendments to some of the existing laws of this state are deemed ne- 
cessary and proper. The penal provisions of our road law, and indeed 


, the whole of our acts on the subject of roads, as now in force, are little 


niore than a dead letter. The condition of the roads throughout the state 
abundantly proclaimsthis truth and admonishes us of the necessity ofa 
change in the existing system. I would therefore earnestly recommend 
more cflicient enactments in relation tothis subject, and hope that such 
steps will be taken as will place Missouri on a footing at least, with the 
other younger states of the Republic. 


It is thought that the repeal of the law authorizing a change of venue 


in criminalcases by the last General Assembly, has been productive of 
much inconvenience, if not manifest injustice. As the law now stands 
a change of venue may be granted in a civil case, however ihconsidera- 
ble the amount involved, while in a criminal case, where life, liberty and 
réputationare at stake, this important privilege is wholly denied. Many

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Every consideration therefore, of justice to the States in -which they lie, 


their sovereignty and independence, their peace and prosperity; evéry 


consideration, indeed, connected with the settlement of the public Jands, .

An immediate cession to the States in which the public lands lie, 
on terms just to the other States, without however encumbering the 
new States with an onerous debt, and consuming interest, might. be the 
preferable plan: but itis evident that such a plan will be difficult of z- 
doption on account of the erroncous and exaggerated ideas of value which 
politicians in the remote States, place on these waste lands. A further, 
and perhaps for the present, the most practicable and advisable plan 
would be a reduction of their price—an adaptation of the price to the 
qaulity, and setilement rights and donations to cultivators. 

]n the various propositions for the reduction of the revenue at the last 
session of Coagress, the item of the pablic lands was not overlooked, and 
repeated attempts were made to obtain a reductien upon this object of 
revenue. These efforts however commendable, failed of success; and it 
is believed that the failure was owing entirely toa new plan of 6perations, 
of the most tinjust and oppressive character, adopted on this subject by 
those opposed io a reduction of the price of the pulslic lands and of the 
tariff. "Phe bili reported by the committee on minufacturcs in the Sen- 
ate of the United States, and which passed tliat body, contained this plan; 


é 


and should it ever be carried into effect, the new states must long suffer - 


under the exactions and oppressions which will inevitably flow from it. 
The principles of this new plan are, that the moncy derived from the salés 
should be divided among the states in proportion to their representation, 
with a small increase of per centum to tlie new states; and that the price, 
sales, and survey should be continued as at present, to be-regulated by 
the will of Congress. The power of legislation over the lands, being thus 
left in the hands of those who were to divide among themselves the mo- 
ney, which they could make out of them, the inevitable consequence 
would be the keeping up of the price, and the lands $o managed as to af- 
ford the largest sum for distribution, without regard to the welfare of the 
states in which the lands aresituate. Such undoubtedly would be the 
effect; and such indeed was the consequence at the last session of Con- 


gress; for every proposition then made to reduce the price and to-do jus- .

tice to meritorious settlers by granting them pre-emptions and donations, 
failed, and notoriou-ly failed through the instrumentality of those wl o 
are in favor of distributing the proceeds. A plan like this, the very prin-

(Can we flatter onrselyes with the delusive hope that 
a law of the kind could be repealed, when the old States have a majority 
in both houses of Congress, and would be stimulated by self interest to 
continue it in force forever? Isit not far more probable that they would 
attempt the raising instead of reducipg the price? Experience affords 
the salutary lesson, that where self interest is the controlling principle of 
action, that course which will be most likely to secure the object in view, 
will be the one most certainly pursued. Ou what comparitive value would 
be the 123 per cent offered by the bill to the new States, compared with 
the manifold losses which they would unquestionably sustain in the high 
prices they must continue to give for the lands—the withholding of pre- 
emption rights and donations to actual settlers—in the greater portion-of 
the lands yielding no tax because doomed to remain vacant by such a law 
~-setilements preyented—emigraticn checked—-and the people impov- 
erished by the continual drain of money? Such a condition of things 
would certainly be as disastrous in their consequences as singular in the 
history of governments, having no parallel, save in the conduct of him 
who sold his birthright for a mess of pottage. 

The importance of this subject to the people of the State induced

the Auditor to the individuals in whose favor they were drawn, but re- 
mained in the Auditors Office. This practice we consider irregular, in-

Sire. T row Jay before the ilouse of Representatives an abstract 
of the Census of the several counties in the State of Missouri as taken in 
the year 1833. The abstracts of the Census furnished the General As- 
sembly in 1821, 1824 and 1828, received defective, the first in not giving 
ihe total population in each county, ond the two last in not giving the ; 
whole number of persons belonging to each class of inhabitants. In the 
abstract now farnished the Louse, to make it a conyenient paper of re- 
ference, nnd to save the members of the Legislature the trouble of ma- 
king tedious calculations for themselves, the entire population in each 
county and the whole number ef persons belonging to each particular 
class is given; í 
_ Fhis.abstract could have been further improved. by giving the, aggre- 
gate of the white population in each county; but this matter did not sug- 
gest itself until the forms were made qut. 

As another matter of convenience for the Legislature, I have added the 
population in each county as taken by the State in.the years 1821, 1821 
and 1828,and by the United States in 1830. Owing tothe manner, in 
which many of the Sheriff. made their returns, it required more time and 
more labourto perona a complete and correct abstract than was antici- 

os 
in The Census of the county of Charitonis still wanting, the population 
af the State exclusive of x county, was on ane first of ‘September last 
173,565. 

Allowing Charition an increase only ent: to that of several other 
eouniiea, our population would be 176 ,000, or upwards... 

'The increase in ponui ition between 1821 and 182t, was 10,030. Be- 
iween 1824and 1898, 31,702. Between 1828 and 1930, 97 941. Be- 

‘tween 1850 and 1832 , 35,554, and between the taking of the first Census 
in 182}, and the last Census in 1832, the increase has heen 105,353. 

It might be an improvement of tbe law which provides for taking the 
Census, to require the Sheriffs in all cases to return abstracts instead of 
the entire lists of persons in their respective counties: the labor of mak- 
ing these abstracts, which thrown upon a single individual would operate 
heavily; would, when distributed among thirty three or a greater num- 
ber of persons, become comparatively light. 

Jt would also be matter of convenience tothe Sheriffs to require abstracts 
if lime were allowed to make them, they could then make their returns 
through the Post Office, with more certainty and less expense, ihan by

Your Comimittee propose incorporating a bank with a capital of five 
hundred thousand dollars with the privilege of being increased... This 
amount may appear as at first view too small, but it is believed, thatit is 
as much as can find active employment for some considerable time. And 
this will appear more reasonable when we reflect that there is now about 
halfa million of capital employed in banking by the United States: 
branch bank at St. Louis, and which will no doubt continue to remain 
there until the expiration of the charter of that bank. The business of. 


` this branch bank as your Committee has been informed, has not exceeded 


within any one year a million ofdollars; from which they have conclud- 
ed that from one to two millions will be-the extent of the commercial 
transactions needing the aid of a-bank for'some time. That this amount 
can easily be carried on, by the branch bank and the proposed bank 
must he evident to every one in the least familiar with banking operations. 
And that a large amount of eapital would not be employed seems equal- 
ly evident. l l 

The small amount of capital proposed will but little affect the situation 
of creditors as fewer loans will have to be called in to be appropriated 
io this purpose. l Í i 

It is desirable that the capital of this bank or a portion of it should be 
transferred to the hands of the capitalists of other States as the conse- 
quence will be to throw more capital into this State, and enablethe bank 
to give credit abroad. And it is believed that the amount of stock cre- 
ated by this actis aslarge as can be advantageously disposed of at this 
iime. Your Committee believes that it will readily be conceded that it 
is impracticable to reduce the circulating medium of any one State in this 
Union to a specie currency and keep it so for any length of time, waen 
ihe currency of surrounding States is that of paper.

GENTLEMEN: The bill entitled “An act to divorce Sarab Daugherty 
from the bonds of matrimony by her contracted with Ralp' Daugherty, 
and (36) other persons therein named” was received this day. 

From the opinion of the Legislature so repeatedly expressed on their ` 
powers to grant divorces, did this bill present no other question-than 
those heretofore presented in such cases, the respectand confidence I 
have in the two Houses might cause me to suspect the correctness of my 
former opinion, and give way to their better judgments. But this bill it 
is fair to presume covers all the ground that could be occupied upon this 
subject, and if any one of the thirty seven sections, granting divorces was 
unconstitutional it would bean objection to the passage of this bill as af 
fectually as if they were all so. à 

J have approved two bills passed at this session grantinga divorce 
each, but each cause shewed it an exception to the general rule I had 
laid down in my first message upon this subject. No evidence is produ- 
ced to shew, that either of these cases are entitled to distinction, and un- 
less all of.them are so I cannot esteem them as exceptions. 

The means upon which my objection tothe Legislatures granting di- 
vorces are predicated, may be found ina message ofthe 5th of the last 
month communicated to the Senate on the return of a bill entitled “An 
act to divorce Mary Ann Dunlap late Mary Ann Lawrence and David 
-Dunlap from the bonds of matrimony,” to which permit me to refer you.
